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econd Big Attack in Two Days Made on Port Moresby

London, March 24— (AP)—Reinforced by hastily- 


trained reserves and fresh levies from the Balkan 
states, the German armies were reported on the move 
today in massive thrusts aimed at liberating nearly- 
Isolated key points in their winter line which have borne 
the brunt of the Russian offensive. The Berhn radio 
stressed the Nazi counter-attacks on the central sector 
—presumably to gain springboards for a fresh drive 
against Moscow—and reported that in 48 hours fighting 
Soviet forces, encircled despite tank support and heavy 
artillery fire, lost 3,000 killed and several hundred pris- 
oners. Moscow reports described this action as ' futile 
attempts to break through our lines."

RESTRICTIONS ON 


TELEPHONE SERVICE 


BECAUSE of critical shortages of materials needed for 
planes, tanks, ships and munitions, certain restrictions 
on the nation's telephone service have been ordered by 
the War Production Board. 


It is estimated that approximately 35,500 tons of lead, 
29,000 tons of iron and steel, 29,500 tons of copper, 650 
tons of crude rubber and large quantities of other scarce 
materials will be sa\ed annually as a result of these 
restrictions. 


EXTENSION TELEPHONES 


The order requires all telephone companies to discon- 
tinue installations of extension telephones in residences, 
except when necessary for the use of those responsible 
for the public health, welfare and security. 


REPLACING TELEPHONES 


Also prohibited is the replacing of existing \\all-tjpc 
and desk-stand telephones with handsets. 


PARTY-LINE SERVICE 


Under the order, party-line service only may be supplied 
in any location when a shortage of locaJ telephone 
facilities, as defined in the order, exists.
